Pearl  Barley  Controlled. — The  Minister

the  maximum  retail  price  at  gd.  per  lb. 
Soft  Drinks  Price  Control  Extended. — In 

an  order  dated  January  27  amending  the 
Soft  Drinks  (Current  Prices)  Order,  1942 
(S.  R..  &  O.,  1943,  No.  131),  the  Minister 
of  Food  has  extended  the  list  of  items  that 
must  not,  except  under  licence,  be  sold  at 
prices  exceeding  the  current  price.  The  list 
now  includes  any  soft  drink  sold  in  Northern 
Ireland,  and  any  concentrated  drink  in 
solid,  semi-solid,  or  powder  form. 

Goods  Purchased  by  Tender. — The  Board 
of  Trade  has  issued  an  Order  (S.  R.  &  O., 
1943,  No.  59)  stipulating  that  the  maximum 
price  at  which  price-controlled  goods  pur- 
chased by  a  retailer  from  another  retailer 
by  way  of  a  sale  by  tender,  must,  notwith- 
standing the  provisions  of  any  other  Order, 
be  the  certificated  price.  This  means  the 
price  shown  on  a  certificate  furnished 
pursuant  to  the  Sales  by  Auction  and 
Tender  (Control)  Order,  1943.  The  Order 
will  come  into  operation  on  March  1 5 . 
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Fewer  Daytime  Firewatchers. — Although 
the  Home  Secretary  has  rejected  a  sugges- 
tion by  the  Trades  Union  Congress  that 
daytime  firewatching  in  business  premises 
should  be  discontinued,  he  has  consented 
to  a  reduction  in  size  of  the  fire  squads.  The 
extent  of  the  reduction  will  be  decided  by 
the  local  authority  responsible. 

Women     Pharmacists'     Nominations. — 

Nominations  for  membership  of  the  com- 
mittee of  the  National  Association  of 
Women  Pharmacists,  election  to  which 
takes  place  in  April,  should  be  made  in 
writing  signed  by  two  members  of  the 
Association,  with  the  consent  in  writing 
of  the  candidate.  They  should  reach  the 
secretary  (Miss  C.  Mozley-Stark,  38  Pollards 
Hill  East,  London,  S.W.16)  not  later  than 
March  i.  Miss  E.  F.  Hay  ward  has 
been  co-opted  to  committee  as  assistant 
secretary. 

Withdrawal  of  Authorities. — In  conse- 
quence of  the  conviction  of  Miraj  ud  Din, 
L.R.C.P.  (Edin),  L.R.C.S.  (Edin.), 
L.R.F.P.S.  (Glasgow),  209  George  Road, 
Erdington,  Birmingham,  of  offences  against 
the  Dangerous  Drugs  Acts,  the  Home 
Secretary  has  withdrawn  from  him  his 
authorities  to  be  in  possession  of  and  to 
supply  drugs  and  preparations  to  which 
the  Dangerous  Drugs  and  Raw  Opium 
Regulations  apply. 

Medical  Officers'  Health  Proposals — The 

plans  envisaged  by  the  Society  of  Medical 
Officers  of  Health  for  a  comprehensive 
post-war  medical  service  have  been  put 
forth  in  a  report  recently  issued.  Among  the 
proposals  are  free  medical  service  for  all ; 
salaried  doctors  concerned  more  with  main- 
taining and  less  with  restoring  health; 
maximum  freedom  of  choice  of  doctor 
•within  the  organisation  provided  ;  all  health 
and  medical  functions  under  a  new  Health 
Ministry  which  has  no  other  activities ;  and 
enlarged  local  authorities  to  administer 
the  services. 

Inquest. — The  East  Cumberland  coroner 
held  an  inquest  on  February  5  on  the  body 
of  Jean  Armstrong,  W.A.A.F.  Deceased 
had  been  found  ill  at  a  billet  at  her  station, 
with  empty  aspirin  bottles  on  the  floor 
and  on  the  window  sill.  On  the  bed  of  a 
corporal  in  the  adjoining  room  was  a  note 
saying  she  had  taken  400  aspirin  tablets, 
adding:  "I  am  going  out  now  to  try  to 
walk  it  off.  If  I  feel  O.K.  I  will  see  you 
tonight."  She  died  on  the  way  to  an 
institution.  The  coroner  commented  on 
the  fact  that  there  had  been  three  other 
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fairly  recent  cases  of  aspirin  poisoning 
this  station,  and  asked  witnesses  if  the 
had  been  any  sort  of  competition  betwe 
the  girls  as  to  how  many  tablets  they  cou 
take  before  they  "passed  out."  A  verdi 
of  "suicide  while  the  balance  of  the  mil 
was  disturbed"  was  returned.

"The  Central  Pharmaceutical  War  Coi 
mittee  have  given  careful  consideration 
your  claim  for  deferment  of  call-up  in  yo 
present  employment,  but  do  not  feel  justifii 
in  recommending  any  longer  period 
deferment  than  to  March  31,  1943,  fin; 
In  the  interim  period,  however,  you  will  1 
asked  to  undertake  service  in  retail  pharmac 
of  greater  pharmaceutical  importance  thj 
that  at  present  performed  by  you,  and  tl 
Central  Committee  will  put  you  in  tou( 
with  employment  for  which  they  would  1 
prepared  to  recommend  the  maximu 
deferment.

Irish  Drug  Association  Officers. — At  a 

meeting  of  the  committee  of  the  Irish 
Drug  Association  held  recently  in  Dublin, 
the  officers  for  the  year  were  elected.  On 
the  motion  of  Mr.  P.  F.  McGrath,  seconded 
by  Mr.  T.  R.  Bourke,  Mr.  F.  X.  Meagher 
was  unanimously  re-elected  President,  Mr. 
Lyall  G.  Smith  Vice-president,  and  Mr.  G. 
A.  McLean  Lee  Treasurer.  It  was  reported 
that  the  Minister  for  Industry  and  Com- 
merce had  made  an  Order  fixing  the  stan- 
dard rate  of  wages  for  the  retail  drug  trade 
in  Eire,  and  directing  payment  of  bonuses 
of  5s.  per  week  to  all  paid  males  and  4s. 
per  week  to  all  paid  female  employees, 
as  from  December  14,  1942.  It  was  pointed 
out  that  members  of  the  I.D.A.  were  not 
obliged  in  law  to  pay  the  standard  rate 
of  wages  or  bonuses  as  fixed,  but  that,  in 
areas  where  the  agreement  with  the  chem- 
ists' branch  of  the  Irish  Union  of  Distribu- 
tive Workers  and  Clerks  had  hitherto  been 
enforced,  members  should  pay  the  bonus 
together  with  accrued  arrears,  as  the 
Union  could  take  steps  to  enforce  the  rates. 
A  statement  and  accounts  in  connexion 
with  the  recent  joint  dinner  with  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland  were 
submitted.  On  the  proposal  of  Mr.  T.  C. 
Scott,  seconded  by  Mr.  G.  C.  O'Neill, 
they  were  passed  unanimously.  The 
Committee  decided  to  protest  vigorously 
to  the  appropriate  department  at  the 
inadequate  salary  offered  for  a  part-time 
pharmaceutical  chemist  in  a  county  Dublin 
dispensary,  and  in  the  meantime  to  request 
chemists  not  to  apply  for  the  position. 
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TOPICAL  REFLECTIONS 


Industrial  Planning 

The  position  of  the  Chancellor  of  the 
Exchequer  and  that  of  the  President  of  the 
Board  of  Trade  in  relation  to  industry, 
lucidly  outlined  in  your  editorial  article  on 
pp.  167-68,  differ  in  one  respect.  Every 
Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  is  limited  in 
his  outlook  by  the  prime  necessity  of 
imposing  taxes;  and  it  is  to  be  presumed 
that  the  stock  answer  of  the  Treasury  to 
any  request  for  lighter  taxation,  unless  the 
case  for  such  a  request  is  overwhelming, 
is  that  the  country  cannot  afford  it.  It- 
follows  that  it  would  be  useless  for  deputa- 
tions to  advocate  a  timely  reduction  of  this 
nature  as  the  finest  tonic  that  industry 
could  receive ;  the  Treasury  is  not  interested 
in  industrial  tonics.  At  the  moment  the 
emphasis  is  rather  in  the  opposite  direction, 
as  the  recent  Rules  and  Orders  on  p.  159 
of  your  last  week's  issue  suggest.  Successive 
Chancellors  are,  no  doubt,  careful  not  to 
kill  the  goose  that  lays  the  golden  eggs, 
but  they  never  allow  the  bird  to  grow  very 
fat.  And  the  more  global  (to  use  a  popular 
if  somewhat  awkward  word)  this  war 
becomes,  the  more  difficult  it  is  to  envisage 
the  end  of  Government  restriction  on 
commerce.  The  President  of  the  Board  of 
Trade  is,  happily,  more  in  touch  with 
industry  than  the  Chancellor,  and  conse- 
quently more  approachable.  Whether  he  is 
able  to  impress  the  Chancellor  with  the  in- 
dustrialists' point  of  view  is  a  question  the 
answer  to  which  is  unlikely  to  be  known  soon. 

Expectations 

What  may  reasonably  be  expected  in 
the  way  of  post-war  relaxation  of  control 
may  be  inferred  from  a  glance  through  your 
issues  for  the  year  191 9.  An  armistice,  it 
will  be  remembered,  came  into  force  on 
November  11,  1918.  In  January  1919, 
to  take  one  instance,  regulations  controlling 
the  importation  and  sale  of  various  sub- 
stances were  cancelled  or  suspended  in 
small  instalments.  One  week  they  related 
to  acetic  acid,  acetone,  aluminium,  packing 
cases  and  surgical  needles ;  the  following 
week  formaldehyde,  oxygen,  petrol  and  the 
consumption  of  gas  and  electric  power  were 
the  subjects  of  similar  concessions.  This 
process  continued  for  several  months.  We 
shall  be  fortunate  if  the  same  procedure  is 
adopted  with  no  greater  delay  after  the 
present  war.  Two  facts  mentioned  in  the 
President's  speech  are  of  hopeful  augury. 
One  is  that  he  has  had  "  many  consultations 


with  representative  organisations  of  ei 
ployers  and  employees  in  the  leadii 
industries,"  which  conferences  are  contin 
ing;  the  other  is  that  "negotiations"  a 
"going  on  with  the  Governments  of  t 
Dominions  and  foreign  countries  with  t 
object  of  reaching  agreements  on  the  subje 
of  international  trade. "  These  consultatio 
and  negotiations  cover  the  two  halves 
any  sound  trade  policy :  they  explc 
what  industry  can  do  and  what — ai 
how — our  overseas  customers  can  pa 
Only  industries  very  strong  and  very  su 
of  themselves  can  carry  the  present  burd 
of  taxation  without  stumbling. 

Containers 

A  recent  question  in  the  House  of  Coi 
mons  (p.  160)  embodied  the  suggesti 
that  the  use  of  glass  containers  in  place 
collapsible  tubes  is  to  be  deprecat 
because  of  their  weight  and  liability 
breakage.  I  am  far  from  sharing  tl 
apprehension.  Collapsible  tubes  can,  it 
true,  be  sterilised  before  being  filled ;  t 
are  the  chances  of  chemical  interacti 
between  tube  and  contents  sufficiem 
regarded  by  the  generality  of  mar 
facturers  ?  The  compilers  of  the  Unit 
States  Pharmacopoeia  have  not  thought 
beneath  their  dignity  to  insert  more  th 
one  .caution  against  contact  betwe 
certain  of  their  official  medicaments  a 
certain  metals.  Writing  without  access 
my  usual  sources  of  reference,  I  venture 
suggest  that  the  gallipot  was  the  fi 
recognised  container  used  in  pharmat 
with  the  humble  bladder  as  a  cheap  subs 
tute  for  the  benefit  of  customers  w 
slender  purses.  The  "Shorter  Oxfc 
Dictionary"  suggests  "pottery  brought 
galleys"  as  the  probable  first  meaning 
"gallipot,"  with  1465  as  the  earli 
recorded  date  for  the  word.  With  1 
development  of  small  pottery  ware  on 
commercial  scale  came  the  covered  po1 
not,  I  think,  before  the  nineteenth  centu 
Late  in  that  century  the  upright,  opac 
glass  jar  with  a  cap  of  celluloid  or  simi 
material  arrived,  and  was  for  a  ti 
regarded  as  somewhat  of  a  makesl 
by  comparison  with  its  immediate  p 
decessor.  The  willow  or  "chip"  b 
another  nineteenth-century  container, 
cheap  but  liable  to  fracture  unless  carefi' 
handled.

Pheniodol. — The  General  Medical  Council 
has  approved  this  name  for  a-phenyl-^- 
(4-hydroxy-3 :5-diiodophenyl)  propionic 
acid,  a  contrast-medium  for  use  in  chole- 
cystography. This  compound,  which  has 
been  used  for  some  time  in  Germany  and 
is  now  being  manufactured  in  this  country, 
has  been  the  subject  of  clinical  trials  carried 
out  under  the  auspices  of  the  Therapeutic 
Trials  Committee  of  the  Medical  Research 
Council.  Pheniodol  is  believed  to  produce, 
when  administered  orally,  a  degree  of 
visualisation  of  the  normal  gall-bladder  at 
least  equal  to  that  resulting  from  the 
intravenous  use  of  the  cholecystographic 
agent  iodophthalein  (sodium  tetraiodo- 
phenolphthalein).  It  is  further  stated  to 
be  better  tolerated  than  iodophthalein, 
and  to  produce  more  reliable  cholecysto- 
graphs  than  the  latter  when  these  sub- 
stances are  administered  by  the  oral  route. .

INSURANCE  ACT 
DISPENSING 

Walsall. — In  the  Insurance  Committee's 
area  during  1942,  201,847  prescriptions 
were  made  up  by  local  chemists,  involving 
an  expenditure  of  £j,Si^. 

Vacancies   on   N.H.I.    Committees. — An 

Order  made  by  the  Department  of  Health 
for  Scotland  on  January  29  (S.  R.  &  O.J 
1943,  No.  179/S.3)  authorises  members  of 
the  Drug  Accounts  Committee  to  appoint 
a  new  member  to  fill  any  vacancy  that  may 
occur,  other  than  among  members  ap- 
pointed by  members  of  the  Glasgow  and 
Edinburgh  Insurance  Committees.  If  no 
appointment  is  made  within  three  months 
the  Secretary  of  State  will  appoint  a 
member.  The  Order  also  gives  power  to 
the  Secretary  of  State  to  direct  that  the 
term  of  office  of  members  of  Pharmaceu- 
tical Committees  shall  terminate  at  a  date 
earlier  than  that  specified  in  the  existing 
regulations,  and  specifies  the  term  of  office 
of  members  appointed  to  the  vacancies 
thus  caused. 

Middlesex. — The  Pharmaceutical  Com- 
mittee at  a  recent  meeting  considered 
statistical  data  relating  to  prescriptions 
dispensed  in  the  area  of  the  Insurance 
Committee  during  the  months  of  September 
and  October  1942.  It  was  noted  that  the 
average  cost  of  ingredients  per  1,000 
prescriptions  in  September  amounted  to 
^27  IS.  2d.  and  in  October  to  ^26  9s.  id. ; 
the  figures  represented  incre'ases  of  26-98 
per  cent,  and  20-66  per  cent,  over  the  1939 
figures,  but  were  6-6  per  cent,  and  9-2  per 
cent,  lower  than  in  1941.  The  difference 
was  attributable  to  the  introduction  of  the 
National  War  Formulary.  The  average 
dispensing  fees  per  1,000  prescriptions  in 
September  amounted  to  ;^2i  19s.  3d.  and 
in  October  to  ;^2i  i8s.  6d.,  an  increase  of 
23  per  cent,  over  'the  previous  year.  The 
first  appeal  made  by  the  Committee  for 
support  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's 
War  Aid  Fund  and  the  National  Pharma- 
ceutical Union's  War  Distress  Fund  had 
been  supported  by  over  70  per  cent,  of 
contractors,  and  it  was  decided  to  make 
a  further  appeal  to  those  who  had  not  yet 
joined.  Discontent  was  expressed  at  the 
prices  allowed  in  some  cases  by  the  Pricing 
Office  for  compound  bismuth  powder  and 
other  preparations  not  included  in  the 
National  War  Formulary.  The  Committee 
decided  to  send  information  to  all  con- 
tractors for  their  guidance  in  dispensing 
preparations  in  the  old  National  Formulary. 
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PHARMACEUTICAL  SOCIETY  of  IRELAN 


A  MEETING  of  the  Council  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society  of  Ireland  was  held  on 
February  9,  Mr.  John  Gleeson  (president) 
in  the  chair.

The  British  Pharmacopoeia  Commission 
wrote  intimating  a  number  of  war-time 
changes  with  regard  to  the  preparation 
and  standards  of  certain  medicinal  products, 
the  amending  notice  of  which  would  be 
published  in  the  British  official  "Gazettes." 
The  Council  directed  the  Registrar  (Mr. 
J..  J.  Kerr)  to  communicate  with  the 
secretary  of  the  Medical  Council  on  the 
matter  with  a  view  to  having  the  changes 
made  legally  effective  in  the  State. 

Standing  of  Licence  Examination 

The  following  letter  was  read  from  Mr. 
W.  G.  Cunningham,  secretary  of  the  Irish 
Dispensary  Compounders'  Association : — 
"  I  am  directed  by  the  Committee  of  this 
Association  to  write  you  with  reference  to 
an  advertisement  which  appeared  in  the 
daily  papers  of  the  20th  ult.,  wherein  the 
Local  Appointments  Commissioners  invited 
applications  for  the  post  of  compounder 
of  medicines  in  the  Blackrock  Dispensary 
District,  part-time,  pensionable,  salary  ^50. 
I  am  to  inform  you  that  the  application 
forms  issued  in  connexion  with  this  post 
contains  the  following  as  one  of  the  quali- 
fications :  *  {d)  have  obtained  the  Licence 
of  the  Apothecaries'  Hall,  Dublin,  or  a 
certificate  of  qualification  as  a  pharmaceut- 
ical chemist  from  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Ireland.'  My  Committee  takes 
exception  to  the  foregoing,  being  of  the 
opinion  that  it  means  by  implication  that 
the  qualification  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  is  other  than  a  'Licence.'  I  am  to 
ask  if  you  would  be  kind  enough  to  bring 
this  letter  to  the  notice  of  the  president  and 
members  of  the  Council  at  their  next 
meeting."  Speaking  on  his  letter,  Mr. 
Cunningham  said  the  question  raised  might 
look  like  a  distinction  without  a  difference 
but  his  Association  felt  that  by  inference 
there  was  a  certain  slight  on  the  Phar- 
maceutical qualification.  They  might  re- 
member that  in  December  1935  there  was 
a  letter  received  from  the  Minister  enclosing 
a   protest   from   the   Apothecaries'  Hall 


against  the  suggested  increase  in  the  re 
tration  fee  for  their  licentiates.

He  held  a  first 
certificate  but  that  conferred  on  him 
powers  that  he  could  not  perform  witl 
it,  whereas  the  qualification  issued  by 
Society  was  definitely  a  licence.

Needless  to  say,  such  a  success  could  not  be 
attributed  to  any  one  individual  but  was 
solely  due  to  the  magnificent  team  work 
of  the  members  of  the  Committee.  It  was 
true  that  a  few  members  such  as  the 
secretaries  and  the  treasurer  had  much  more 
work  to  do,  but  taking  them  on  the  whole, 
each  and  every  member  of  the  Committee 
pulled  his  weight.  He  wished  to  thank  the 
president  and  members  for  the  courtesy 
extended  to  them,  and  to  thank  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Council  for  the  help  they  had 
given  either  by  attending  the  function,  or 
by  sending  subscriptions.  Thanks  were 
also  due  to  the  firms  who  subscribed  to  the 
Fund,  to  Mr.  Kerr  and  Miss  Hyland  for 
the  great  courtesy  they  had  shown  the 
Committee.  Particularly  he  wished  to  thank 
Mr.  Hugh  Smith  for  the  help  he  had  given 
in  reports  in  the  Press.  "And  now,  Mr. 
President,"  concluded  Mr.  Collis,  "I  ask 
you  to  accept  this  cheque  for  £268  13s.  6d. 
on  behalf  of  my  Committee  from  the  recent 
dance"  (loud  applause). 

Council's  Appreciation 

The  President,  replying,  said  that  in 
welcoming  the  deputation  there  that  day 
he  wished  to  express  his  sincere  apprecia- 
tion and  the  deep  gratitude  of  the  members 
of  the  Council  for  the  wonderful  work  they 
were  doing  for  the  Benevolent  Fund.  That- 
they  should  have  been  able  to  come  to  the 
Council  and  present  them  with  this  splendid 
gift  of  £268  was  not  due  to  any  waving  of 
a  fairy  wand,  but  to  the  organising  ability  of 
Mr.  Collis  as  chairman  and  the  hard  working 
and  splendid  team  spirit  of  the  members  of 
his  Committee.  As  Mr.  Collis  had  men- 
tioned, the  difficulties  they  had  to  face  this 
year  were  greater  than  ever,  yet  not  only 
did  they  overcome  them  but  they  provided 
the  chemists  and  their  friends  with  the  best 
social  evening  of  the  many  functions  they 
had  run.  The  work  of  the  Benevolent  Fund, 
continued  the  president,  was  not  as  well 
known  as  it  might  be,  but  work  of  that 
nature — for  obvious '  reasons — did  not  lend 
itself  to  much  publicity.  More  interest 
could  be  created  in  the  Fund  by  giving 
some  more  details  of  the  cases  relieved, 
rather  than  as  at  present  giving  the  bald 
statement  that  a  meeting  of  the  Benev(3lent

Fund  Committee  was  held  and  so  many- 
grants  passed  for  payment.  That  did  not 
convey  much.  He  had  gone  into  the  matter 
and  found  that  since  its  inception  the  Dance 
Committee  had  presented  them  with  the 
magnificent  sum  of  over  ^i.ioo  to  date. 
During  that  time  they  had  expended  in 
grants  about  ;^5oo,  which  he  suggested 
was  not  so  bad,  considering  that  they  were 
building  up  the  Fund  and  trying  to  relieve 
distress  at  the  same  time. 

Examples  of  Aid  Given 

He  would  give  a  few  instances,  for  the  in- 
formation of  the  Dance  Committee,  of  cases 
relieved,  without,  of  course,  giving  names. 
Case  A  was  an  old  member  of  the  Society 
who  was  for  years  in  a  good  situation  with 
a  firm  that  closed  down.  He  was  given  help 
and  the  Fund  still  helped  his  widow.  Case 
B  was  a  member  of  the  Society  for  over 
fifty  years  who  fell  upon  bad  times.  The 
Fund  helped  him  and  assisted  his  family 
to  become  self-supporting.  The  Fund  paid 
his  funeral  expenses  and  his  family  ^ere 
now  self-supporting.  Case  C  was  that  of 
an  old  chemist  of  about  eighty.  The  Fund 
helped  him  and  he  was  very  grateful.  Case 
D  was  that  of  a  widow  of  a  member  to 
whom  help  was  given.  One  of  the  children 
was  given  a  complete  outfit  on  entering  a 
Seminary.  Help  was  still  given  here.  Case 
E  was  a  very  sad  instance  of  a  fine 
young  man  who  developed  tuberculosis 
shortly  after  being  qualified.  The  Fund 
paid  his  hospital  and  sanatorium  fees  and 
gave  him  a  grant  of  £s-  Other  grants 
were  made  to  enable  men  to  obtain  employ- 
ment. As  Mr.  Collis  had  mentioned,  they 
had  done  better  last  year,  as  twenty-six 
cases  were  dealt  with  involving  an  outlay 
of  ;^ii6.  Last  Christmas  alone  the  grants 
made  totalled  ^31.  The  president  went  on 
to  say  that  they  must  expect  and  welcome 
criticism  on  the  administration  of  the  Fund, 
especially  criticism  of  the  constructive  kind 
which  the  Dance  Committee — the  people 
who  built  up  the  Fund — were  good  enough 
to  offer.  The  Council  felt  that  the  Fund 
was  being  administered  in  the  best  possible 
way  but  there  might  be  other  ways  and 
means ;  he  would  suggest,  therefore,  that  a 
small  Committee  of  members  of  the  Council 
and  the  Dance  Committee  be  set  up  to 
inquire  into  the  administration  of  the  Fund, 
and,  if  found  necessary,  to  recommend 
improvements.  He  thanked  the  members 
of  the  Dance  Committee  for  coming  there 
and  expressed  the  hope  that  they  might 
long  have  the  able  assistance  of  Mr.  Collis 
and  his  Committee  (applause). 


As  treasurer,  Mr.  C  ah  ill  said  he  would 
like  to  be  allowed  to  add  a  word  of  thanks 
to  Mr.  Collis  and  his  colleagues  for  the  great 
work  they  had  done.  It  was  a  most  im- 
pressive cheque  they  had  handed  in  that 
day.  As  one  who  had  suggested  to  the 
Council  six  or  seven  years  ago  that  they 
should  set  up  this  Dance  Committee  he  had 
a  tremendous  pride  in  their  record  yeai 
after  year.  He  had  not  attended  as  many 
meetings  as  he  should,  but  he  could  not 
help  being  impressed  by  the  enthusiasm, 
keenness  and  determination  of  the  members. 
It  was  quite  obvious  that  they  must  have 
worked  very  hard  to  achieve  the  success 
they  did.  In  addition  to  giving  this  fine 
subscription  to  the  Fund  the  Dance  Com- 
mittee had  provided  them  with  a  social 
function  that  was  a  credit  to  their  Society. 
He  would  like  to  assure  Mr.  Collis  and  his 
colleagues  that  any  applications  sent  in  to 
the  Fund  would  be  received  in  the  most 
sympathetic  manner,  and  that  the  grants 
would  be  as  generous  as  they  could  make 
them.  He  would  like  to  poin^out  that  not 
only  members  of  the  Dance  Committee  but 
any  licentiate  of  the  Society  was  at  liberty 
to  bring  cases  to  their  notice.  The  Council 
were  anxious  to  have  any  cases  of  distress 
brought  to  their  notice,  otherwise  they 
could  do  nothing. 

Mr.  Brady,  supporting,  said  that  away 
back  in  1927  or  1928  when  they  made  £-^0 
from  a  dinner  and  dance  for  the  Fund  they 
thought  it  was  an  amazing  amount  of  money 
to  get  from  a  social  function,  but  the  young 
people  today  had  achieved  wonderful 
things.  They  had  got  them  away  from  the 
individualism  that  existed  in  pharmacy, 
and  taught  them  that  in  addition  to  being 
good  people  socially  they  could  be  good 
business  people  as  well.  That  was  a  mar- 
vellous thing  for  pharmacy  in  this  country. 

The  President  :  The  first  meeting  of 
the  Benevolent  Fund  Committee  was  held 
in  May  1928.  They  had  the  great  ambition 
then  of  raising  ;/^i,ooo,  but  we  see  now  what 
the  Dance  Committee  has  done  for  us. 
Mr.  Collis,  once  again  I  thank  your  Com- 
mittee for  coming  here  and  giving  us  this 
wonderful  cheque. 

The  deputation  then  withdrew.

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PARLIAMENT  DEBATES  THE  BEVERIDG 

REPORT 


The  debate  on  the  Beveridge  Report  opened 
in  the  House  of  Commons  on  February  i6. 
.Mr.  Greenwood  moved  "That  this  House 
welcomes  the  report  of  Sir  WilUam  Bever- 
idge on  social  insurance  and  allied  services 
as  a  comprehensive  review  of  the  present 
provisions  in  this  sphere  and  as  a  valuable 
aid  in  determining  the  lines'  on  which 
developments  and  legislation  should  be 
pursued  as  part  of  the  Government's  policy 
of  post-war  reconstruction."  The  motion 
was  seconded  by  Sir  A.  Gridley,  who 
suggested:  (i)  A  new  Ministry  of  Social 
Insurance  should  be  set  up  to  centralise  the 
administration  of  the  social  services. 
(2)  A  separate  fund  for  each  statutory 
benefit.  (3)  National  Health  Insurance 
should  be  extended.  (4)  A  maternity  and 
marriage  grant  should  be  approved  without 
delay.  (5)  The  removal  of  restrictions 
limiting  output  of  production.  (6)  Effective 
safeguards  against  malingering.  (7)  All 
should  contribute  to  and  be  eligible  for 
old-age  pensions. 

Acceptance  in  Principle 

Sir  John  Anderson  (Lord  President  of 
the  Council)  announced  the  Government's 
acceptance  in  principle  of  the  Report.  He 
indicated  the  rejection  of  some  of  the 
proposals  and  said  there  could  be  no  final 
commitments  at  this  stage.  In  dealing  with 
the  health  proposals,  Sir  John  said  the 
introduction  of  a  comprehensive  medical 
service,  and  the  institution  of  a  system  of 
children's  allowances,  the  Government  ac- 
cepted in  principle.  Assumption  B  of  the 
Report  implied  the  reorganisation  of  the 
various  existing  services — the  panel  prac- 
titioner system  of  national  health  insurance, 
the  existing  general  and  specialised  health 
services  of  local  authorities,  the  major 
hospital  and  institutional  services,  and  so 
on,  and  their  development  into  one  unified 
and  comprehensive  service.  By  "compre- 
hensive" he  meant,  first,  a  service  covering 
the  people  as  a  whole,  and,  secondly,  the 
inclusion  of  institutional  treatment.  This 
matter  was  viewed  in  the  report  as  a 
service  organised,  not  by  the  proposed 
Ministry  of  Social  Security,  but  by  the 
Health  Departments,  designed"  for  positive 
health  and  prevention  as  much  as  for 
treatment  and  cure  and  able,  in  the  words 
of  the  report  itself,  "to  ensure  that  for 


every  citizen  there  is  available  whatev< 
medical  treatment  he  requires,  in  whatev( 
form  he  may  require  it." 

A  General  Process 

The  Government  welcomed  this  concej 
tion  of  a  reoirganised  and  comprehensi\ 
health  service.  The  conception  did  nc 
necessarily  spring  from  the  particular  soci; 
security  structure  with  which  the  report  wj 
concerned.  It  was,  in  fact,  the  consumm; 
tion  of  a  general  process  which  had  bee 
going  on  steadily,  if  piecemeal,  und( 
successive  Governments  for  a  great  man 
years.  It  would  be  premature  to  attempt  1 
formulate  now  the  details  of  the  new  schema 
and  there  was,  of  course,  no  attempt  to  d 
so  in  the  report.  On  all  these  matters  tl: 
Health  Departments  would  seek  the  hel 
of  those  main  organisations,  local  authorit; 
voluntary  or  professional,  on  whose  acti\ 
participation  the  success  of  any  ne 
reorganisation  must  depend.  In  consult* 
tion  with  them  the  shape  of  a  reorganise 
service  would  be  worked  out  and  then  tt 
necessary  legislation  would  be  prepared. 

Medical  Advice  for  All 

The  object  was  to  secure  through 
public,  organised,  and  regulated  servic 
that  every  man,  woman,  and  child  wh 
wanted  it  could  obtain,  easily  and  readilj 
the  whole  range  of  medical  advice  an 
attention  through  the  general  practitione: 
the  consultant,  the  hospital,  and  ever 
related  branch  of  professional  up-to-dat 
method.  The  fullest  possible  use  must  b 
made  of  existing  resources,  including  exisi 
ing  public  services,  such  as  for  tuberculosii 
cancer,  etc.  The  idea  of  the  new  servic 
must  be  one  of  the  co-operation  of  publi 
authorities,  voluntary  hospitals  and  othe 
voluntary  agencies,  and  the  professioi 
towards  one  common  end.  There  must  b 
no  doctrinaire  scrapping  of  good  existin 
resources,  nor  must  there  be  overlapping 
Nevertheless,  the  responsibility  for  seein 
that  in  any  area  the  service  was  full  an« 
efficient  must  be  on  one  ultimately  re 
sponsible  to  public  authorities.  Publi 
health  must  not  be  many  people's  busines 
and  nobody's  responsibility.  The  Govern 
ment  recognised  that  the  profession  itsel 
was  approaching  this  major  reorganisatio: 
in  the  progressive  spirit  which  was  expectei 
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of  it.  Perhaps  most  important  of  all  it  was 
necessary  to  maintain  to  the  greatest  pos- 
sible extent  the  principles  of  free  choice 
of  doctor  and  of  the  family  doctor  relation- 
ship as  the  background  of  general  medical 
practice,  and,  conversely,  to  create  the  least 
possible  disturbance  of  existing  relationship 
between  doctor  and  patient. 

This  need  not,  in  the  view  of  the  Govern- 
ment, be  inconsistent  with  the  principles  of 


group  public  practice  at  well-equipped 
clinical  centres  which  underlay  most  of  the 
current  thought  of  the  future  of  family 
practice.  The  Government  had  no  intention 
whatever  of  forcing  the  new  services  on 
those  who  preferred  to  continue  to  make 
private  arrangements  for  attendance  or 
hospital  treatment.  The  position  of  volun- 
tary hospitals  must  be  safeguarded. 
The  debate  was  adjourned. 


MANCHESTER'S  POST-GRADUATE 
SCHEME-II 

by  "  Refresher  " 


Well  on  time,  on  February  3,  I  retraced 
my.  steps  to  Manchester  University  to 
attend  the  second  session  of  the  local 
Pharmaceutical  Association's  post-graduate 
course  for  pharmacists.  Miss  Roberts 
reminded  us  that  at  the  previous  session  we 
had  been  made  to  understand  what  was 
meant  by  spores,  and  their  powers  of 
resistance.  It  was  important  now  to 
learn  something  further  about  bacteria, 
in  order  thoroughly  to  understand  the 
various  processes  in  the  British  Pharma- 
copoeia. For  the  organism  to  live  arid  develop, 
the  main  factors  necessary  were  moisture 
and  food.  Different  foods  were  necessary, 
together  with  varying  quantities  according 
to  the  organism  concerned.  Generally 
nitrogen  was  required  in  some  form,  and 
usually  there  were  needed  an  inorganic 
'salt  and  a  little  carbohydrate  to  complete. 
Other  factors  were  temperature,  which 
;  varied  with  the  organism  (pathogenic 
bacteria  developed  at  37°  C,  i.e.  body  heat) ; 
light  and  oxygen.  Sunlight  retarded  develop- 
ment and  probably  destroyed  some  organ- 
isms. Bacteria  developed  best  in  the  dark 
or  diffused  daylight.  Types  of  bacteria 
that  required  oxygen  were  called  aerobes, 
and  those  that  did  not  require  oxygen  were 
called  anaerobic.  Bacteria  that  developed 
either  with  or  without  oxygen  were  called 
facultative  anaerobes. 

Tests  for  Sterility 

The  official  sterility  tests  were  dealt  with 
very  fully.  Points  to  note  were  that  the 
sample  was  innoculated  on  a  broth  and 
allowed  to  grow.  The  moisture  was  the 
liquid  in  the  broth.  The  food  was  the  broth 
used.  Tubes  were  incubated  at  37°  C.  The 
sample  was  incubated  in  the  dark.  The 
first  test  was  to  see  whether  the  bacteria 
were  aerobes  or  anaerobes.  The  anaerojDic 
test  was  carried  out  with  fat-free  animal 


muscle.  The  suggested  way  of  removing 
any  traces  of  remaining  fat  was  to  use  a 
layer  of  liquid  paraffin  in  the  tube,  and  this 
would  dissolve  out  any  remaining  fat ;  it 
also  helped  by  preventing  oxygen  from 
entering  the  tube.  It  was  always  necessary  to 
test  for  any  antiseptic  and,  if  one  was  pres- 
ent, to  dilute  to  a  required  dilution  so  that 
the  presence  of  the  antiseptic  would  be 
harmless  during  the  test.  Oil  preparations 
presented  a  difficulty;  so  did  dressings, 
owing  to  dust  currents  being  set  up.  The 
lecture  concluded  with  details  of  tests  for 
intravenous  injections  and  pyrogens. 

Practical  Work 

Practical  work  followed  without  delay. 
The  following  questions  were  among  those 
set : — 

Examine  the  tubes  and  plates  which  have 
been  incubated  and  report  on  the  results. 

Examine  the  various  types  of  autoclave 
supplied. 

Prepare  a  bottle  or  flask  of  sterile  water. 
Use  freshly-distilled  water  collected  in  a  sterile 
neutral-glass  container.  Sterilise  by  auto- 
claving  at  115°  C.  for  half  an  hour  or  longer 
according  to  volume  of  liquid. 

Prepare  four  ampoules  each  containing  a  dose 
of  5  mils  of  sterile  normal  dextrose  solution. 
Dissolve  5  per  cent,  dextrose  in  fresh  distilled 
water,  filter  the  solution,  and  sterilise  the  filled 
ampoules  in  the  autoclave  at  115°  C.  for  half 
an  hour.  Test  the  seals. 

B    Morphin.  tart.  gr.    in  n\  xv. 
Fiat  injectio  hypoderm. 
Mitte  iv  tales  in  ampullas. 

Morphine  tartrate  cannot  be  autoclaved  and 
must  be  sterilised  by  heating  for  thirty  minutes 
at  98-100°  '  C.  with  a  bactericide.  Dissolve 
0-2  per  cent,  chlorocresol  in  freshly-distilled  or 
sterile  water  and  dissolve  the  morphine  tartrate 
in  it.  Filter  and  sterilise  the  filled  ampoules. 

Carry  out  sterility  tests  on  the  two  tubes 
provided,  according  to  the  method  specified  in 
the  B.P.  Heat  the  anaerobic  broth  to  100°  C. 
to  drive  out  dissolved  air,  and  cool  before  use.

State  Medical  Schemes  and 
Pharmacy 

In  the  House  of  Commons  on  February  i6 
the  Government,  through  Sir  John  Anderson 
(Lord  President  of  the  Council),  announced 
its  acceptance  of  the  Beveridge  scheme 
of  comprehensive  insurance  {see  p.  192),  but 
he  indicated  the  rejection  of  some  of  the  pro- 
posals in  the  Report.  It  will  be  recalled  that 
in  his  Report  Sir  William  Beveridge  said  : — 
"Most  of  the  problems  of  organisation  of 
such  a  [health]  service  fall  outside  the  scope 
of  the  Report.  It  is  not  necessary  to  express 
an  opinion  on  such  questions  as  free  choice 
of  doctor,  group  or  individual  practice,  or  the 
place   of   voluntary    and   public  hospitals 
respectively  in  the  national  scheme." 
Yet  if  ultimately  a  comprehensive  health 
service  is  not  inaugurated  many  of  the 
social  security  proposals  will  be  vitiated. 

The  Council  of  the  British  Medical 
Association  has  already  been  discussing 
what  action  should  be  taken  by  the  medical 
profession,  and  at  a  meeting  on  February  13 
agreed  to  the  following  recommendation 
for  submitting  to  the  Divisions : — 

"That  if  ParUament,  after  consideration  of 
the  Beveridge  Report,  decides  to  accept  the 
assumptions  of  the  Report,  and  to  put  into 
operation  the  proposals  of  the  Report,  taken 


as  a  whole,  including  a  scheme  for  compre- 
hensive health  and  rehabilitation  services 
for  prevention   and   cure   of   disease  and 
restoration  of  capacity  for  work,  available 
to    all   members   of   the    community,  the 
Association  would  be  willing  to  co-operate 
in  the  preparation  of  such  a  scheme,  provided 
[a)  that  the  character,  terms,  and  conditions 
of  the  medical  service  are  determined  by 
negotiation  and  agreement  with  the  medical 
profession,  and  {b)  that  those  members  of  the 
community  who  decide  not  to  avail  themselves 
in  part  or  in  whole  of  the  benefits  of  the 
service  open  to  them  should  not  be  precluded 
from  obtaining  the  medical  services  they 
desire  from  doctors  within  the  scheme,  paying 
for  such  services  privately,  with  the  necessary 
safeguards  to  prevent  abuse." 
The  discussion  at  the  B.M.A.  Council 
meeting  and  the  views  of  doctors  with 
whom  we  have  discussed  the  matter  seem 
to  indicate  that  the  medical  profession  is 
in  favour  of  the  principle  of  the  State 
medical  service  but  somewhat  apprehensive 
where  their  personal  interests  are  concerned. 
The  same  applies  in  the  main  to  pharma- 
cists,   but,    while   doctors   are  planning, 
chemists,  with  few  exceptions,  have  not  so 
far    shown .  appreciation    of    the  serious 
position  that  might  arise  in  their  own 
profession. 

N.H.I,  and  Beyond 

From  a  pharmaceutical  point  of  view 
there  are  at  least  two  ways  in  which  the 
health  services  might  be  elaborated — either 
by  a  great  increase  in  the  present  National 
Health  Insurance  scheme  (embracing  all 
or  nearly  all  the  population)  with  the 
doctors  prescribing  and  the  chemists 
dispensing  as  at  present,  or  by  local  health 
centres  which  would  be  hospitals  in  minia- 
ture, with  regional  health  centres  for  treating 
the  more  serious  illnesses.  If  the  former 
were  adopted  pharmacy  and  pharmacists 
would  probably  remain  much  as  they  are 
now.  But  this  comparatively  slight  elabora- 
tion would  not  provide  a  health  service 
such  as  is  sought  by  the  community  at 
large,  nor  such  as  is  contemplated  by  the 
Beveridge  Report.  It  is  possible  that  during 
a  transitional  period  a  simple  expansion  of 
N.H.I,  might  take  place,  but  chemists 
should,  we  think,  direct  their  thoughts  to 
a  long-term  policy. 

Need  for  Pharmacists 

If  the  hospital  services  of  the  country 
expand  correspondingly  with  the  increase 
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of  N.H.I.,  the  need  for  adequately  trained 
pharmacists  would  also  arise,  and  it  might 
well  become  desirable  to  institute  a  post- 
graduate diploma  showing  that  the  pos- 
sessor has  received  training  in  hospital 
pharmacy.  In  due  .course  more  and  more 
dispensing  would  be  undertaken  in  the 
pharmaceutical  departments  of  hospitals, 
and  the  pharmacist  in  retail  business  would 
become  more  and  more  dependent  on  the 
sales  of  toilet  lines  and  packed  goods.  The 
sales  of  poisons  are  already  negligible  except 
for  what  may  be  described  as  the  "  common- 
use"  and  horticultural  kinds,  the  sale  of 
which  is  also  enjoyed  by  other  traders — 
by  almost  any  retailer  in  fact  who  chooses 
to  pay  7S.  6d.  (5s.  after  the  first  year)  for 
a  licence.  If  the  majority  of  pharmacists 
became  employed  in  a  State  medical  service 
the  pharmacy  as  a  retail  establishment 
might  undergo  modification  into  a  minia- 
ture department-store  and  the  need  for  a 
qualified  superintendent  would  largely, 
if  not  entirely,  disappear.  Whoever  was  in 
charge  would  require  but  an  elementary 
knowledge  of  drugs,  and  only  sufiicient  legal 
training  to  control  the  sales  of  packed  pro- 
prietaries. That  there  would  be  ample 
opportunities  for  those  who  are  attracted 
by  keen  business  is  undoubted,  but  phar- 
macists who  seek  a  professional  career 
should  investigate  the  possibilities  of  a 
State  scheme,  as  if  this  does  materialise 
in  due  course  it  may  well  bring  about  a 
cleavage  in  the  ranks  of  pharmacy  and  the 
second  centenary  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  may  record  greater  changes  than 
the  first  one. 

The  Nursing  Charter 

It  is  very  seldom  that  a  report  of  a  com- 
mittee set  up  by  a  Minister  of  the  Crown  to 
inquire  into  and  report  on  certain  specified 
matters  meets  with  the  unanimous  approval 
of  the  House  of  Commons;  usually  there 
have  been  fruitful  grounds  for  political" 
controversy  and  little  else.  The  labours  of 
Lord  Rushcliffe's  Committee,  set  up  in 
November  1941  by  the  Minister  qf  Health 
(Mr.  Ernest  Brown),  however,  have  quickly 
borne  fruit.  The  Committee's  "  First  Report 
on  Nurses'  Salaries"  (Cmd.  6424,  Stationery 
Office,  price  gd.),  which  was  presented  to 
the  House  of  Commons  on  February  11, 


was  not  only  received  with  satisfaction  bu 
immediately  approved  and  its  recommenda 
tions  commended  for  adoption  almost  forth 
with.  There  is  little  doubt  that  the  pre 
posals  will  also  be  supported  throughou 
the  country,  by  the  hospitals  and  th 
institutions  concerned,  and  by  the  natioi 
at  large.  The  main  terms  of  reference  wer 
"to  draw  up  agreed  scales  of  salaries  an( 
emoluments  for  nurses  employed  in  hos 
pitals  in  England  and  Wales  and  in  th 
Public  Health  Services  (including  distric 
nurses)."  The  committee's  first  report  deal 
only  with  female  hospital  nurses. 

The  committee  recommend,  for  the  firs 
time  in  the  history  of  the  nursing  profession 
national  salary  scales  covering  every  grad< 
of  nursing  staff  in  every  type  of  hospital  (ex 
cept  mental  institutions,  to  which  nationa 
negotiated  scales  of  pay  already  apply) 
In  addition  the  report  makes  proposals  or 
hours  of  work,  uniform,  night  duty,  holidayj 
with  pay,  a  weekly  day  off  duty,  sick  pay 
etc.,  and  it  is  recommended  that  the  nev^ 
scales  of  salaries  and  proposed  improve- 
ments in  working  and  living  conditions 
should  come  into  operation  on  April  i,  1943. 

Treasury  Assistance 

In  presenting  the  report  to  Parliament 
the  Minister  of  Health  said  it  was  estimated 
that  the  total  additional  cost  of  the  increase 
in  salaries  and  working  conditions  would 
be  between  ;^i,5oo,ooo  and  ;^2, 000,000  per 
annum.  He  added  that  he  had  commended 
the  recommendations  to  local  authorities 
and  voluntary  hospitals  in  England  and 
Wales  and,  in  agreement  with  the  Chan- 
cellor of  the  Exchequer,  had  informed  them 
that  the  Government  were  prepared  to  pay 
fifty  per  cent,  of  any  increased  expenditure 
in  which  they  were  involved  in  giving 
effect  to  the  recommendations. 

For  far  too  many  years  it  has  been 
admitted  on  all  sides  that  nurses'  salaries 
were  totally  inadequate  compared  with 
their  onerous  duties  and  long  hours  and 
that  in  many  respects  the  conditions  under 
which  they  lived  and  worked  often  left 
much  to  be  desired.  The  regularising  of 
salaries  on  the  higher  levels  is  all  to  the 
good :  it  should  put  an  end  to  the  undesir- 
able competition  for  staff  between  different 
hospitals.     Just    as    beneficial    are  the 
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commendations  for  standard   hours  of 
ity,  holidays  with  pay,  sick  pay,  etc.  It 
,s  been  the  practice  in  the  past  for  some 
ispitals  to  charge  fees  to  student  nurses 
•on  ent^y  for  training ;    the  committee 
commends  that  this  practice  should  be 
jcontinued  everywhere.    It  is  considered 
it  the  general  adoption  of  the  report 
Duld  stimulate  recruitment  of  student 
rses  now  that  the  prospects  of  the  nurse 
er  training,  in  junior  as  well  as  senior 
>ts,  will  be  equitable  and  attractive. 
The  Department  of  Health  for  Scotland 
3  issued  an  interim  report  of  the  Scottish 
rses'   Salaries    Committee,   set    up  in 
tober  1 94 1   by  the  Secretary  of  State 
Scotland  (Cmd.  6425,  Stationery  Office, 
ce  3d.).    .The  recommendations,  which 
jr  to  State-registered  nurses  employed 
lospitals  in  Scotland,  district  nurses  and 
dent  nurses,  are  very  similar  to  those 
de  in  the  report  of  Lord  Rushcliffe's 
nmittee.

Slender  Prospects

A  weekly  meatless  day  is  meaning- 
ly to  a  habitual  fruitarian,  and  the  cry 
f«  slimming  substances  is  met  with  propa- 
g  ia  to  eat  more  potatoes.   So  the  alter- 
n  ve  to  starvation  appears  to  be  the 
ai  lisition  of  a  voluminous,  or  at  least 
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ample,  embonpoint.  Some  method  o 
slimming  not  dependent  on  a  strict  dietary 
seems  to  be  called  for,  and  one  may  specu- 
late what  system  was  about  to  be  tried  by 
the  fruitarian  who  prompted  the  "Irish 
Times"  paragraph,  for  that  would-be 
slimmer  undertook  to  take  four  inches  off 
his  waist  measurement  in  the  next  three 
months,  and  he  did  not  add  "or  die  in  the 
attempt."  If  his  method  be  not  that  of 
Mr.  Gandhi,  the  recipe  may  prove  a  valuable 
one,  such  as  chemists  in  the  refined  neigh- 
bourhoods of  Bohemia  and  Bloomsbury 
(the  artistic  and  not  the  pharmaceutical 
Bloomsbury)  would  give  a  good  deal  to 
possess. 

Fruits  of  Victory 

There  are  some  who  regard  Home 
Guard  exercises  as  a  form  of  "waisting" 
disease,  but  it  is  not  easy  to  suggest  a  means 
of  commercially  exploiting  the  formula. 
It  says  much  for  the  Government's  food 
policy  that,  despite  the  promised  programme 
of  "blood  and  toil  and  tears  and  sweat," 
there  is  a  class  in  the  community  whose 
belts  have  not  had  to  be  tightened  but, 
on  the  contrary,  to  be  let  out  a  hole  or  two. 
May  the  fruits  of  victory  be  acceptable  to 
meagre  and  portly  alike. 

Controlling  Mastoiditis 

It  is  possible  that  exaggerated  confidence 
has  been  placed  in  some  quarters,  parti- 
cularly in  America,  in  the  use  of  the 
sulphonamides  in  the  treatment  of  otitis 
media  and  mastoiditis.  An  analysis  carried 
out  by  De  Sanctis  and  Larkin  in  the  New 
York  Post-graduate  Hospital  ("Journal  of 
the  American  Medical  Association,"  120. 
14.  1087)  gives  a  truer  perspective  to  the 
picture.  The  authors'  figures  deal  with 
932  cases  admitted  to  the  children's  wards 
of  the  hospitals.  Dividing  them  into 
patients  treated  with  the  sulphonamides 
and  those  not  so  treated  they  found  the 
incidence  of  mastoiditis  9  per  cent,  in  the 
former  and  30  per  cent,  in  the  latter.  No 
sufferer  from  otitis  media  was  found  to 
contract  mastoiditis  under  the  sulpha- 
thiazole  treatment.  A  daily  administration 
of  one  grain  per  lb.  of  body  weight  is 
recommended,  given  in  six  doses.  The 
treatment,  the  authors  urge,  should  be 
continued  for  at  least  four  days  after  the 
signs  and  symptoms  disappear.  Sulpha- 
diazine  is  less  highly  esteemed.

IV. — The  Use  of  Fertilisers 

The  value  of  humus-forming  materials  such 
as  farmyard  manure  or  compost  was  stressed 
in  a  previous  article,  but  whilst  these 
materials  supply  the  three  essential  plant 
foods,  nitrogen,  phosphates  and  potash,  in 
well-balanced  proportions,  the  quantities 
available  are  limited.  For  heavy  food  crops 
it  is  necessary  to  use  some  fertilisers  as 
supplements  but  it  must  be  emphasised 
that  fertilisers  only  give  the  best  results 
when  used  on  soils  well  stocked  with 
humus ;  it  is  a  mistake  to  expect  miracu- 
lous results  from  the  application  of  ferti- 
lisers on  poverty-stricken  soils  deficient 
in  humus.  Inorganic  fertilisers  can  supply 
all  the  plant  foods  but  not  humus ;  organic 
fertilisei;s,  on  the  other  hand,  do  to  a  limited 
extent  supply  both,  therefore  it  is  desirable 
to  augment  the  latter  with  the  former. 

The  Three  Essential  Plant  Foods 

I.  Nitrogen.  Encourages  rapid  growth  of 
the  plant  above  ground,  i.e.  the  leaves,  stem 
and  shoots.  Whilst  essential  to  all  plants.

Nitrogen  is  easily  washed  oi 
of  the  soil,  therefore  the  loss  of  nitroge 
reserves  is  greatest  during  the  winter  ( 
a  wet  season.  To  avoid  waste,  fertilisers : 
this  group  should  either  be  used  just  befo: 
the  crop  is  planted  or  during  the  active  gro\ 
ing  season,  but  never  during  the  autumn  ( 
winter,  as  the  soft  growth  which  woul 
result  would  be  very  susceptible  to  fro 
damage.  The  following  fertilisers  supp 
nitrogen : — 
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Phosphates.  These  promote  the  root 
velopment,  sturdy  growth  of  the  woody 
rt  of  the  plant  (stem)  and  induce  the 
rly  development  and  ripening  of  the 
Dp,  i.e.  the  flowers,  fruits  and  seeds, 
losphates  tend  to  prevent  the  excessive 
sorption  of  nitrogen  and  have  a  steadying 
ect  on  growth  generally.  Phosphates  are 


most  valuable  for  root  crops  such  as 
carrots,  parsnips,  beet,  potatoes,  etc.,  also 
for  the  seed-forming  vegetables  such  as 
peas  and  beans.  Many  soils,  particularly 
those  new  turned  from  turf,  are  very 
deficient  in  phosphates.  The  following 
fertilisers  supply  phosphates  : —

Nitrogen  and  phosphate  fertilisers  always 
give  the  best  results  when  used  in  conjunc- 
tion with  potash.

Balanced  Fertilisers 

Broadly  speaking,  soils  vary  in  their 
degree  of  reaction  to  these  essential  plant 
foods.  Heavier  soils  such  as  the  clays  are 
more  responsive  to  phosphates  than  the 
lighter  sandy  soils ;  while  on  the  other 
hand  these  lighter  soils  give  a  greater 
response  to  potash.  Peaty  soils  are  usually 
well  stocked  with  nitrogen  but  very  defi- 
cient in  phosphates  and  potash.  Apart 
from  very  exceptional  types  of  soil,  the 
continuous  and  intensive  cropping  reduces 
all  soils  in  time  to  a  more  or  less  common 
level  as  regards  the  available  plant  foods. 
Therefore  if  the  plant  food  ratio  is  to  be 
maintained  by  the  use  of  fertilisers  it  is 
important  that  a  balanced  mixture  supply- 
ing all  these  plant  foods  be  used.  It  is 
most  difficult,  especially  for  the  ordinary 
gardener,  to  avoid  deficiencies  or  excesses 
when  using  fertilisers  supplying  only  one 
or  two  of  the  plant  foods.  The  National 
Grow  More  Fertiliser,  which  will  be  avail- 
able this  season,  is  well  balanced  and  can 
be  relied  upon  to  give  good  results  under 
most  conditions. 


When  and  How  to  Apply 

With  the  exception  of  the  slow-acting 
insoluble    fertilisers    such   as    basic  slag, 


hoof  and  horn  meal,  etc.,  the  best  time  to 
apply  is  just  before  planting  or  as  a  top 
dressing  during  the  active  growing  season. 
If  the  quick-acting  soluble  fertilisers  are 
applied  during  the  autumn  or  winter  con- 
siderable quantities  of  the  plant  foods  are 


washed  deep  into  the  soil  beyond  the  r< 
of  the  feeding  roots.  This  loss  is,  of  cot 
greater  on  the  sandy  type  of  soil.  In 
case  of  the  insoluble  slow-acting  fertiU 
they  can  be  applied  almost  at  any  tim 
the  year,  but  the  autumn  is  really  best ; 
allows  the  micro-organisms  in  the  soi 
convert  some  of  the  insoluble  plant  fc 
before  the  spring.  When  using  fertili 
before  planting  or  sowing  it  is  an  advani 
to  make  the  applications  about  a  m 
previous.  Always  distribute  the  fertili 
evenly  and  rake  in.  Top  dressings  gi 
to  growing  crops  should  be  applied,  eil 
in  between  the  rows  or  around  the  ph 
as  shown  in  the  illustration.  Care  she 
be  taken  to  avoid  sprinkling  the  fertili 
on  the  foliage  on  account  of  the  rist 
scorching. 

Trace  Elements 

In  addition  to  nitrogen,  phospha 
potash  and  humus,  certain  minerals  s 
as  boron,  manganese,  magnesium,  cob 
copper,  etc.,  are  essential  to  plant  life, 
fortunately  they  are  only  needed  in  min 
traces  and  are  generally  present  in  suffici 
quantities  or  as  impurities  in  the  fertili.' 
used.  Deficiencies  do,  however,  occur 
exceptional-  soils  or  under  exceptic 
conditions ;  detection  and  treatment  i 
matter  for  the  expert  and  the  help  of 
County  Horticultural  Organiser  should 
sought  in  the  event  of  crops  failing  in  s]
